That the war lords have sensed the awakening of th** German 
people seems certain and that they w»11 ase every endeavor to 
bring about peace which will save them their heads and their 
jobs, is tile opinion generally held bv close observers, 
Tile latest action of tin- Berlin Government iii seeking the 
•lid of Sweden, as a go between, to Great Britain and France is 
'.lie most striking bit of evidence yet given to the world that 
civilian, and military Germany as well, see that the inevitable 
< od cannot he postponed very much longer and that even” day 
the hopeless struggle is continued, but adds to tin* accumula­ 
tion of greivanees which the world will justly hold against the] 
war lords and the German people, who permit their existence 
and furnish the sinews of war. 
There may be, now and then, a rapid shifting of the scen­ 
ery on the great stage of war, but the general tendency, the ir­ 
resistible current in Germany, the realization of true condi­ 
tions and tile desire for relief from tile intolerable hardships of 
the present and the menace of the future, are unmistakable.
